12th row—3 ch., 1 d.c. in ch. sp., patt. to last 2 tr. 
and turning ch., 2 ch., 1 d.c. in top of turning ch. 

13th row—3 ch., 3 tr. in 2 ch. loop, patt. to last 3 ch. 
loop, 4 tr. in 3 ch. loop. 

14th row—1 ch., 1 d.c. in 1st tr., patt. to last 3 tr. and 
turning ch., 4 ch., 1 d.c. in top of turning ch. 

15th row—As 3rd row. 16th row—As 2nd row. 
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Unusual contrast yoke is a highlight of this jumper. 

The sleeves are set-in and the round neck has a back opening. 
Contrast edges on sleeves and lower edge.

1st row—Miss 1 ch., 1 d.c. in each ch. to end. (34 
[B 38] [C 42] [D 46] d.c.) 

Work as given from ** to ** for Cardigan once. 
Keeping continuity of patt., inc. (by working 2 d.c. 
in 1 d.c.) at each end of next and every following 6th 
row until there are 50 [B 58] [C 66] [D 60] d.c., 
[D only—then in every following 8th row until there 
are 70 d.c.]. 

Continue until side edge measures 9 [B 12] [C 14}] 
[D 16}] ins. (or length desired) from commencement, 
finishing with a 6th patt. row. 

Shape top as follows:— 

Next row—SI. st. over first 2 d.c., 1 d.c. in each d.c. 
to last 2 d.c., turn. 

“Dec.” at each end of every alt. row 6 [B 6] [C 8] 
[D 10] times, then in every row 11 [B 15] [C 17] 
[D 17] times. (12 sts.) Fasten off. 

FRONT AND NECK EDGING— 

Using a flat seam, sew up shoulder seams. With right 
side facing and using No. 9 (3} M/M) Hook, work 
evenly in d.c. along fronts and around neck.

LOWER EDGING— 

With right side facing and using No. 9 (32 M/M) Hook* 
join yarn to beg, of foundation ch, and work 4 d.c. in 
first ch. sp., * miss (1 tr.* 1 ch. and 1 tr.). 4 d.c, in next 
ch. sp.. rep. from * to end. Fasten off. 

Work same Edging along lower edge of Sleeves. 

FRONT EDGING— 

Using a flat seam* sew up shoulder seams. With 
right side facing and using No. 9 (3j M/M) Hook, join 
yarn at lower edge of right front and work 3 ch., 1 tr, 
in same place where yarn was joined, * 1 ch.. miss sp.* 

1 "Cluster" in side of row* miss sp,, 1 tr. in side of row* 
rep, from * around front and neck edges* inc. and dec. 
where necessary around corners and curves of neck 
to keep work flat. 

2 nd row—2 ch,* 1 d.c* between tr. and "Cluster", * 

2 ch., miss "Cluster", 1 d.c. between “Cluster" and 
tr., 1 ch,, miss tr.* 1 d.c* between tr. and "Cluster ", 
rep. from * to end, working last d.c. between tr, and 
turning ch 

3rd row—1 ch*, 1 d.c, in 1 ch. sp*, * 5 d.c. in 2 ch, 
sp., 1 d.c. in 1 ch. sp.. rep. from * to end, working 
last d.c. in turning ch. loop. Fasten off* 

MAKE UP¬ 
DO NOT PRESS. Pull all "Clusters" through to right 
side of work to give a raised effect. Using a flat 
seam, sew up sleeve seams and sew in sleeves, 
placing seams to centre of underarm shaping. 


IMPORTANT — DYE LOTS! 

Always buy enough of the same dye lot at the 
one time for a complete garment, as a varia¬ 
tion between dye lots can occur. 

Retain ball bands until the garment is com¬ 
pletely knitted, and, in the event of an enquiry 
concerning the purchase, submit all ball 
bands.
